BALTIMORE  (AP) — Ten  women  perished  in  a mad  dash  for 
the  exits  Sunday  night  after  fire  touched  off  panic  in  a hall 
jammed  with  a church  crowd  of  about  1,000. 

One  of  the  dead  was  identified.  The  other  nine  bodies  were 
believed  those  of  women  whose  families  had  reported  them  miss- 
ing. More  than  200  were  injured  in  the  frantic  clawing,  shoving 
and  trampling  which  erupted  as  the  swiftly  spreading  flames  con- 
sumed Arundel  Park  Auditorium  on  the  south  edge  of  Baltimore.

Cagers  Lose;  Grapplers  Winj 


Utah  Staters 


Nip  Cougars 
In  Logan  Fray

LOGAN  — Brigham  Young 
University’s  slumping  Cats  were 
taken  to  task  by  a fighting  Utah 
State  team  last  Saturday  night 
in  Logan,  63-56  before  a packed 
house.

The  game  was  more  of  a 
fiasco  than  a contest  as  the  of- 
ficiating was  miserable.  Under 
one  basket  a team  could  c 
mit  anything  from  mass  violence 
to  mayhem,  while  at  the  other 
end  of  the  floor,  fouls  of  the 
“brush”  variety  were  called. 


The  team  scoring  percent- 
age was  37  per  cent  for 
the  Cougars,  compared  to 
the  Aggies’  30  per  cent, 
while  on  the  free  throw  line, 
BYU  hit  for  66  per  cent 
as  compared  to  the  Far- 
mer’s 65  per  cent.  The  Brig- 
hams also  picked  off  59  re- 
bounds to  Utah  State’s  41. 
The  defeat  puts  BYU  in  sec- 
ond place  in  the  conference, 
while  Utah  State  cemented  its 
fourth-place  standing  with  a 3-2 
league  record. 


Ted.  Smith,  Utag  forward,  led 
all  scorers  with  23  big  points, 
and  Ed  Pinegar  paced  the  Cats 
with  17  markers. 


Dribbling  wizard  Pat  Dunn 
and  Terry  Tebbs  held  each 
other  in  fair  check  as  Tebbs 
scored  nine,  while  Dunn  hit 
on  three  of  17  attempts  and 
two  foul  pitches  for  eight. 
Utah  State  started  off  fast, 
rolling  up  a 16-4  early  margin, 
before  the  Brigs  caught  the  Far- 
mers 30-30,  late  in  the  first 
half. 


The  Utags  increased  their 
margin  to  30-32  at  half.-time 
and  gradually  increased  their 
margin  to  the  final  score  of  63- 


56. 


The  Cougars  were  out-hustled 
by  the  fired-up  Utah  Staters, 
but  many  times  BYU  was  vic- 
timized by  pushing,  tripping, 
holding,  and  numerous  fouls 
that  should  have  been,  but  were 
not  called.  Twice  Cat  players 
were  called  for  progress  when 
players  were  lieing  on  their 
backs  on  the  floor  with  the  ball 
in  their  hands. 

The  Aggie  frosh  edged  the 
Cat  yearlings,  62-60,  in  over- 
time, after  BYU  had  picked  up 
10  points  to  tie  Utah  State  in  the 
last  minute  of  regulation  play. 
Again,  poor  officiating  hamper- 
ed the  Cats  in  this  contest.
